no business license, he pointed out. 

Another possible tax that came up recently was 
the utility tax which could be levied on all servicess 
even including water, refuse, cable, as well as the usual 
electricity, gas and telephone. 

In a realignment of a business tax, there was dis¬ 
cussion of adopting a tax on “so much per growth 
revenue.” 

McRea said that if the busine.ss license fee were 
doubled, that would help and Berkshire suggested 
picking up on outside businesses doing business in 
Sierra Madre, pointing to a real estate broker who 
sells a home in Sierra Madre and pays nothing to 
Sierra Madre for what he receives in commission. 

Another suggestion was picking up new sources 
out-of-town such as attorneys who do business in 
Sierra Madre, and “renting” the sidewalks to mer¬ 
chants who use them. Another suggestion was charg¬ 
ing more for home occupation business licenses, pay¬ 
ing a license to have a permit to use a home. Also in¬ 
cluded in this type of payment would be outside ex¬ 
hibitors and vendors selling merchandise on special 
fund-raisers.

Sierra Madre City Council members are searching 
for ways to raise more money to fill the city coffers. 

City Administrator Jim McRea said, “We’re not 
broke but it is a serious question.” 

At last Tuesday’s special finance meeting. City 
Treasurer Doug Berkshire came up with a few possible 
ways for the city to raise revenue not only to fill in 
money that was not returned to Sierra Madre by the 
state but also to pay for the litigation in which the city 
has been involved the last few years. 

Some of the suggestions by Berkshire include a 
water rate increase, business license gross revenue 
tax, single family house business license tax, office 
building business license tax, garage sale permit, use 
of sidewalk or encroachment permit, home occupancy 
permit and business license tax, fairs and community 
event permit, special tax on refuse, delivery truck 
business permit, parking meters, ambulance service 
tax and a special district that would include the fire, 
police, library and street sweeping. 

Another of Berkshire’s ideas was to tax the owners 
of several single homes in the city. He pointed to one 
owner who had 19 pieces of rental property and yet 
paid no business tax. 

“We have 112 apartments. If you own a duplex 
or triplex, there is no license fee. And owners of 
several business buildings pay no business license 
even though the tenants do,” said Berkshire. Some¬ 
one could own six office buildings in town and pay

On Tuesday, Nov. 17, 
in the wee hours of the 
morning, Marie Godfrey 
quietly went to sleep after 
battling lung and brain 
cancer for several years.

Ted’s Place

After a few weeks at Parker, Ariz., my job 
was terminated and I was transferred to Black- 
foot, Idaho, still an employee of the United States 
Indian Service. It was like going from one world 
to another...everything was different. Arizona 
was different than my native Illinois 1 had left 
and Idaho was nothing like Arizona. The crops 
at Parker had consisted almost entirely of alfal¬ 
fa, with a start being made on long-staple Egyptian 
cotton. Blackfoot was the center of a vast sugar 
beet and potato empire. And the temperatures 
were certainly different. In Parker 1 had known 
120 degrees of heat. In Blackfoot one morning 
I experienced 40 below zero. 

Settling into my job and finding a place 
to live was easy. I rented a room from a family 
by the name of Wigand, wonderful people who 
took me in and treated me as their own. The of¬ 
fice was comfortable and pleasant, but eating 
was a real problem. The few restaurants in town 
were uniformly poor, all except the last one I 
tried. Perhaps it was because of the wild and 
sometimes wooly atmosphere of the place or the 
remarks of those who thought it a bit uncouth. 
The first time I ate there 1 knew 1 had made a 
mistake in not coming sooner. The proprietors 
were friendly and the food great, which is, after 
all, the bottom line for any eating establishment. 
Merchants, farmers, ranchers, cowboys, rail¬ 
roaders, transients and tourists were constant 
customers. But by modern standards, it was 
highly discriminatory; women and Indians were 
not allowed. 1 am not sure either group cared 
or even thought much about it. 

The restaurant had no tables, just a long 
counter on one side. Back of the counter was an 
open space where all food was prepared in plain 
sight. Across the room was an old-fashioned 
soda fountain, complete with marble top and ice 


cream storage. In the back of the room were 
card tables, a pool table and sometimes, a bar¬ 
ber chair. 

It was in this restaurant that I had two eat¬ 
ing experiences that I have remembered all these 
years. One was watching a man eat the biggest 
breakfast 1 ever saw. The other was a duck din¬ 
ner 1 ate by myself. 

On a quiet Sunday morning 1 was eating 
breakfast while listening to the chitchat between 
“Shack” Meade, the chef, and another customer. 
They were talking about a ranch hand, noted for 
his prodigious appetite. I thought they must be 
talking about Paul Bunyan. Suddenly, Shack 
lowered his voice and said, “Here he comes now.” 

1 looked up, and framed in the doorway 
was a huge man, dressed in a blue serge suit 
topped by a black derby hat.

1 finally departed, the customer was contentedly 
picking his teeth.

From the sounds of it, we’re back into the 
“tree ordinance” business again. A number of 
people have approached me and asked me where 
I stand on it. Well, I like shade; 1 like standing 
under certain trees, and I like trees silhouetted 
against the sky. But 1 don’t think they should be 
allowed to double park - and I don’t have enough 
crepe myrtles yet for my bed. 

Let’s get serious. Some trees probably do 
need our attention, particularly those that are on 
fairly large tracts of land. Sorry, our experience 
with greedy, “let’s try to fit 25 homes in this 
unit” developers spells the need to keep out eyes 
open. Where I stop short is when the city is giv¬ 
en the option of dictating what does or does not 
occur with trees on R-1 property. I’m afraid 
I’m one of those people who feel the less we have 
of government, the better off we are. 

When it comes to trees in the local sense, 
the right or wrong of them, and when they should 
or shouldn’t be taken down, I’m inclined to 
look toward the professionals we have in town. 
Unless they are a part of the decision-making 
equation. I’m not inclined to follow the plan. 
I’ve had ample example of not only their abili¬ 
ties with trees, but of their concern for and in-

terest in preserving what should be preserved. 
About a year ago, 1 wrote about this and I think 
my statements then were poorly written and sub¬ 
ject to misinterpretation. I said something to 
the effect that we shouldn’t leave the future de¬ 
cisions on trees to those who make money off 
them. I was thinking about what I’d seen along 
roads in Oregon the previous summer...bleak 
landscapes with no reseeding. I still oppose 
this kind of land ravishing. I state, unequivocal¬ 
ly, that 1 have never seen an action nor have I 
heard a word that would indicate that our local 
tree professionals are anything bur responsible 
when it comes to the care and nurturing of our 
•trees in the city. 

That said, I would encourage those in repre¬ 
sentative positions to not contemplate taking 
ordinance action unless they have evaluated the 
input and discussed the concerns of our local 
arborists and landscapers. 

As a final note on this subject, I wish the 
city would get out of the business of “caring 
for” trees on city property. I don’t think they 
have the touch for it. I’d rather see the jobs put 
out for bids. It seems that every time the city 
trims a tree, I have an urge to look for the large 
diaper.

My first impression of Whitney Otto’s first 
novel, “How to Make an American Quilt,” was

fascinating women whose lives are intriguingly 
woven together and their rich relationships elab¬ 
orately examined while the men in their lives are 
nothing but two-dimensional characters, follow¬ 
ing the obnoxious fad in Hollywood a few years 
ago where father/sons (or any older man/young 
boy combinations) switched bodies and fell into 
the same predictable (and boring) complications 
brought about by a young boy’s mentality in an 
adult male’s bodv and vice versa (there even was

A bonanza of new mystery and suspense 
novels await the fans at the Sierra Madre Library. 
Just look! 

“Death of a Russian Priest” by Stuart 
Kaminsky is a Russian mystery with two chilling 
cases - a death of a dissident priest and the dis¬ 
appearance of a Syrian minister’s daughter. “So 
Shrrll You Reap” by Marilyn Wallace takes place 
in the Hudson Valley, a multi-layered novel of 
old secrets and deadly passions. “Boneyards” 
by Robert Campbell is tough and compelling 
and cuts to the heart as surely as a Chicago win¬ 
ter. “The Body Wore Brocade” by James Mel¬ 
ville features Supt. Tetsuo Otani, who is to Japan 
what Maigret is to France. In “The Hidden 
Law” by Michael Nava, Chicano lawyer Henry 



a nick called “Vice Versa”)? If so, will these 
new complex - women - in - fantastic - relation¬ 
ships - with - other - women - and - the - trans¬ 
parent - men - in - their - lives stories deluge the 
public ad nauseum? I’m not debating this here, 
but think about it for a moment. Too much of 
a good thing, no matter how good, is still too 
much. 

Anyway, “American Quilt” does fall in this 
category. Otto introduces us to a group of eight 
women who, for many years, have gathered to¬ 
gether to quilt. We learn just enough about them 
in the beginning to form some opinions about 
them. We learn more later as each woman’s life 
is explored more deeply in subsequent chapters. 
How they are presented at the beginning is not 
how we perceive them later, as we find out more 
about them. And we discover many more com¬ 
mon threads interwoven through their lives than 
just their membership in the quilting group. 

Otto writes melodic prose to draw her com¬ 
plex characters and their relationships. I especial¬ 
ly like the clever way she integrates quilting in¬ 
structions in piecing her own story together. Un¬ 
fortunately, “American Quilt” doesn’t click to¬ 
gether nor has the depth of the before mentioned 
efforts, as well as Fannie Flagg’s “Fried Green 
Tomatoes at the Whistlestop Cafe.” “American 
Quilt” is perhaps best described as a Movie of 
the Week among Oscar nominees.

“State V. Justice” by Gallatin Warfield is 
a spellbinding tale of two opposing, hardened 
lawyers who use a controversial murder trial to 
exact revenge. “The Mad Courtesan” by Edward 
Marston is an Elizabethan theatre mystery. “The 
Lazarus Tree” by Robert Richardson is for the 
lovers of the small British mystery. “Murder at 
the Pentagon” by Margaret Truman introduces 
her new and attractive detective in a murder case 
intertwined with Pentagon intrigue and a con¬ 
gressional investigation. In “Rumpole on Trial” 
by John Mortimer, Rumpole jousts with the devil 
on his journeys from the courts to the wine bar 
to home at Foxbury Mansions.

“Silver Spire” by Robert Goldsborough; “One, 
Two, What Did Daddy Do?” by Susan Cooper; 
“The Keeper” by Meg O’Brien; “Flanders Sky” 
by Nicholas Freeling; “A Mistress of Justice” 
by Jeffrey Wilds Deaver; “The Jewel That Was 
Ours” by Colin Dexter; “32 Cadillacs” by Joe 
Gores; and “Contents Under Pressure” by Edna 
Buchanan.

Question: 1 may need to fly my 
cat back East later this year. Does 

she need tranquilizers? 

Answer: This is a common question or situation that 
we see in practice. The use of sedatives (acepromazine or 
“Ace” is historically the most often one used) has evolved 
from a desire to prevent injury to handlers or to the pet 
itself, to sort of a psychological pacifier for well- 
intentioned owners. Very few pets really need sedation to 
travel and the risk of problems with a pet sedated for 
travel is real. The folks who transport pets professionally 
strongly discourage this practice. "Ace” is a central ner¬ 
vous depressant and may leave the pet with impaired 
ability to respond to noxious stimuli or a “strange” en¬ 
vironment, ie. panting to cool down. Because of altered 
perceptions, sometimes the opposite effect results with 
hyperexcitability or aggression. Dilation of blood vessels 
in the skin and limbs may lead to decreased blood supply 
to vital organs, especially brain and heart. Respiratory 
depression may precipitate inadequate oxygen levels in 
the blood. Finally, muscle relaxation, especially in short- 
nose breeds, can lead to slack laryngeal muscles with air¬ 
way impairment. Individual dosage effects are difficult ot 
predict in the previously “unsedated” animal. The BEST 
APPROACH is pre-conditioning the pet to the flight con¬ 
tainer; this reduces anxiety and makes the trip more 
tolerable. For the extremely apprehensive pet an alter¬ 
native tranquilizer such as diazepam would be a better 
choice, or else consider not shipping the pet at all.

“The Duchess of Mal- 
fi,” written in the early 
16(X)s by John Webster, a 
contemporary of Shake¬ 
speare, can hardly be 
called a pleasant evening, 
although it is produced 
with the style and unified 
concept typical of Glen¬ 
dale’s “A Noise Within.” 
In the play, the Duchess 
of Malti, a young widow, 
falls in love with her stew¬ 
ard, a worthy gentleman, 
though not of the nobility, 
and they are secretly mar¬ 
ried. When her aristocrat¬ 
ic brothers discover this, 
they are shocked by the 
pollution of their ancient 
line and throw her into a 
diuigeon where she is emo¬ 
tionally tortured and even¬ 
tually murdered. There 
is then a series of fallings 
out as their chief assassin 


struggles with his con¬ 
science, and a last act in 
which the rest of the cast 
dies horribly. 

Exactly why “A Noise 
Within” has chosen this 
dismal tale as their third 
play in the fall season 
repertory is a puzzle. It 
is of academic interest, 
of course, inviting com¬ 
parison with the much 
more subtle and poetic 
“Hamlet,” but the direc¬ 
tor has cut the script so 
enthusiastically as to leave 
only the bare outline of 
the plot. This does have 
the advantage of a per- 
fomiance of merciful brev¬ 
ity. All the killings are 
very dramatically worked 
out, and just as hideous 
as intended, but, unfor¬ 
tunately, if there are words 
of revelation or enlight¬ 
enment to give the play 
something more than a 
Grand Guignol horror, 
they have either been cut 
or are lost in turgid enun¬ 
ciation. I would blame

CALL AN EXPERT 
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SM Historical Preservation Christmas meeting Dec. 7 


By Phyllis Chapman 

The Sierra Madre Historical Preservation Society 
extends an invitation to attend their Christmas meet¬ 
ing, Monday, Dec. 7,7:30 p.m., at the historic home 
of Pat and Jim Brainard, 40 Lowell (Lowell runs east 
and west between Baldwin Ave. and Mt. Trail, 2nd 
block below E. Sierra Madre Blvd.). 

The Brainards traditionally host this meeting 
but there has been a time out. Their beautiful home 
suffered much damage in the June 1991 quake and 
after months of work the restoration has just been 
completed. 

A program about Mt. Lowe, the “Railway to the 
clouds,” will be presented by Brian Marcroft, who 
co-chairs the Pacific Railroad Society’s Scenic Mt. 
Lowe Historical Committee. For over 20 years, he 
has had an intense interest in this much revered his¬ 
toric tourist attraction. Mt. Lowe in its day was on a 
par with our Disneyland as an attraction for people 
from all over. 

Marcroft’s slides will show Mt. Lowe during its 
glorious past. Also, he will talk about the efforts his 
group of volunteers, along with the U.S. Forest Ser¬ 
vice have made to uncover, shore up, protect and 
post interpretive signs at the long-neglected ruins 
that remain. More volunteers are needed for this 
project, particularly in time for July 4, 1993, when 
a 100th anniversary celebration of Mt. Lowe is planned. 

From 1893 to 1937, this first all-electric moun¬ 
tain railway and mountaintop resorts, drew 3 million 
visitors tn the precipitous hpiohtc nf thp <;tin Gabriels. 


It was the creation of a pair of gifted Pasadena scien¬ 
tist/engineers, I haddeus S.C. Lowe and David J. Mac- 
Pherson. 

Lowe was a successful inventor and noted bal¬ 
loonist who made a fortune back east selling balloon 
rides. He became a Civil War hero for his pioneering 
work in tracking enemy movements from a balloon. 
Lowe invested his considerable wealth in building Mt. 
Lowe, an engineering marvel, whose design and con¬ 
struction MaePherson oversaw every step of the way. 

An incline cable car, on a 2C)0-foot trestle built 
at a 62 percent grade, the steepest in the world, hauled 
visitors up the mountain from an electric trolley line 
that ran deep into Rubio Canyon, its two “White 
Chariot” cars balanced each other, one going up 
while the other came down. At the top was Echo 
Mountain’s “White City” which boasted two hotels, 
an observatory, a zoo, tennis courts, miles of bridle 
paths and the world’s largest searchlight. 

From this “god-awful” grade a streetcar was 
later built that went up to the “Alpine Tavern.” The 
four-mile stretch of scenic railway built above that 
curved as much as 340 degrees for a terrifying and 
thrilling ride. In the days before airplanes it provided 
a bird’s eye view of L. A. and Orange counties. 

Eventually this mountain marvel was destroyed, 
piece by piece, due to the forces of fire, wind, land¬ 
slides and the coming of roads. Today all that remains 
are the ruins and relics that Marcroft and his com¬ 
mittee are working to protect.

“Warehousing brings in no fee,” Berkshire said, 
and suggested possibly charging by 1000 square feet. 

Berkshire pointed out that a special district tax 
for the fire department, police street sweeping and 
library would be a major source of revenue. 

“The fire department costs us $350,000 a year 
to maintain,” he noted. 

The library could enjoy an increase in activity 
.soon because other major libraries nearby are closing 
or cutting back. 

Another possible source of revenue could be a 
raise in the cost of waste which could include green 
waste, they said. 

Since business licenses are due Jan. I, 1993, they 
are hoping to make some immediate changes so that 
more revenue can be raised at the juncture. A dis¬ 
cussion about those licenses will be held at the first 
City Council meeting in December, Dec. 8. 

Mayor Gary Adams asked the city administrator 
to get a per capita figure for Arcadia, Monrovia and 
Pasadena, “the amount of taxes spent per ca pita,” 
he said.
